For that conviction. Bridges was 


sentenced yesterday to five years 
imprisonment- Two labor

aides were givi-n two years for 
their testimony in his behalf at 
the citizenship hearing. 


The government move to ask 


revocation of citizenship, scheduled 
for court hearing today -was based 
on the contention that the revoca- 
tion was mandatory under 
the 


statute governing Bridges' indict- 
ment. 


The mart to decide that is the 


trial judge. George B. Harris, "who 
said as he passed sentence: 


"By lyings cheating and de- 


frauding the United States gov- 
ernment, Mr. Marry Bridge* was 
granted a certificate of natural- 
ization. He «a» aided and abet- 
ted by *"vo co-<1r fendants and 
had 
bestowed 
upon

priceless benefit of citizenship. 


"Mr. Bridges' conrfuct cannot 


evoke either sympathy or con- 
sideration nn my part." 
Bridges. 4S. key figure in para- 


lyzing port strikes on the west 
coast and Hawaii and twice victor 
against previous government ef- 
forts to deport him. listened in 
glum silence to the proceedings. 
He had no comment afterward, in 
contrast with his charge of "im- 
migration frameup" at the end of 
his stormy. 81-day trial. 


Appeal Planned 


His attorneys, both of whom 


were sentenced for contempt dur- 
ing the bitterH- waged trial, said 
they would vigourou-sly oppose any 
move to revoke Bridges' citizen- 
ship. They also said they would 
carry appeals to the Supreme 
Court, if necessary, contending 
that the trial was conducted on a 
"political" and even a "patriotic" 
oasis. 


Judge Harris, in rejecting a mo- 


tion for a. new trial, denied that 
"the verdict was the result of hys- 
teria" or that the trial was "an 
obhque attack on militant trade 
unions."

Need Bipartisan Group in Congress 


Senator Lodge thinks the senate's current inquiry into 


alleged Communists in the state department is a poor way 
to promote loyalty among government workers. He proposed 
that a bipartisan commission be selected to take over the in- 
vestigation. 


According: to Lodge, the probe inspired by Senator Mc- 


Carthy is doing more harm than good as now conducted. Any 
inquiry on such a pattern, he said, besmirches innocent peo- 
ple, weakens the nation's standing before the world, fails to 
turn up the really dangerous individuals and may actually 
make their job easier by putting the spotlight tin others. 


This isn't the first time a private commission has been 


suggested to take over investigations begun by congress. 
Similar proposals were made during last year's probes of 
atomic energy security and the B-38 bomber procurement 
program. 


This idea keep* cropping up because many Jair minded 


persons in and out of congress deplore the fact that these 
inquiries seem inevitably to degenerate into bitter partisan 
squabbles in which truth gets lost in the shuffle. 


The power of congress to investigate is one of its most 


vital functions. Obviously laws can't be wisely drawn with- 
out a solid factual footing. 


Yet this power is perhaps the most abused of all those 


enjoyed by the lawmakers. 
Too often the partisan mem- 


bers of congressional committees set out in pursuit, not of 
all the evidence, but of just those facts that will support the 
conclusions they have reached in advance. 


Politics being what it Ls, perhaps this is unavoidable. 


If it is. then severe limits obviously, must be placed on the 
value of congressional injuiries.

viCe were to be developed just at the moment when the sub- 
marine itself is expanding its usefulness and flexibility as a 
weapon. But, reading those Russian claims, Americans no 
doubt would be able to bear the irony of such a coincidence.
